then a lad, with Waters a sailor, was 
providentially concealed in the main-top. 
from whence they watched the progress 
of the Pirates on deck as they proceeded 
in the work of cold blooded murder :— 


I saw one remaining Spaniard, who 


was left dead on the deck ; and I beheld 
one of our men—it was the cooper—goad- 
ed on at the point of the pirates' daggers 
to where the corpse \vns lying; they lift- 
ed the dead to an erect position, and en- 
folding the neck of our man in the still 
supple arms of the Spaniard, lashed the 
hands of the dead man together, with 
horrible, half drunken, and frantic joy: 
they then tied the hands of the cooper a- 
round the back of the Spaniard, and 
goaded 
the living \ictim with their 


swords, shouting a maddeningyeil; then 
laughing and singing as they turned them 
round, they combed the unresistnble 
cooper to the gangway ; and calling out, 
"Abios, amigo mio," pushed him to- 
wards the side ; his foot caught against 
a coil of rope, which in the 
scuffle 


had been kicked to that situation, the 
balance was lost, and the living and the 
dead fell headforemost into the ocean. 
Not a cloud darkened the sun, when such 
ruffian murder was committed ; no thun- 
der roared to manifest God's displeasure 
at this infernal deed ; but a shout of jov 
followed the consummation of the act, 
and a hellish laugh was the burial service 
of the dead.

-and as either p^rty csme near, wounded 
them wub their swords, and shaded ihem 


the ganway, at last he who was 


was released and 


again ran to his father's arm. 
Smith 


made no resistance as the pirates lashed 
iis son to him ; the affrighted boy 
creamed most dreadfully, imploring his 
dther to save him for his mother's sake ; 
IB endeavored to kneel down, and held 


hands, which were left free, in man- 


ner of supplication. 
The father never 


siied a tear, but looked undaunted and 
undismayed ; and yet he seemed to lin- 
ger on the deck like one who would wil- 
lingly have lived, if only for his son's 
sake. 
The lashing being completed, the 


pirates who were anxious to finish their 
work of destruction, said "Viausted con- 
dois," and gave the victims a push to- 
wards that illfated gangway, 


"Oh, father ! stop, stop—only for one 


minute—Oh, look at me ! I will not be 
drowned, oh save me, save rne !" 
This 


seemed to disconcert the Captain, for he 
.stopped and seemed actually insensible 
to the p:»in he must have experienced 
from the application of a sword ; he 
looked down upon his son's face, and I 
thought I saw, indistinctly as I could 
see, a tear fall. 
His son looked implo- 


ringly upon the countenance of his fath- 
er ; his eye seemed to read a hope of es- 
cape even when it was most useless and 
unpromising. Ah ! how long we cling 
to hope even when its rainbow has lost 
its brightest color ! how iondly we clino- 
to the last tint, although the eye may 


have occurred on either side of the Atlan- 
tic, of attempts, and often of successful 
ones, to destroy life by poisoning, are 
exceedingly numerous.

cept one, were her near relations ; the 
latter of having poisoned her husband, at 
the instigation of her servant. Accord- 
ing to the indictment, Margaret Jeager 
poisoned in May, 1825. her uncle; in 
June, 1826, her mother, 68 years of age; 
in December, 1830, her father, 70 years 
old; in August, 1831, her husband; in 
December, the same year, her three 
daughters, 2, 5, and 10 years ; and lastly, 
in August, 1833, the husband of her mis- 
tress, with her assistance. 


She is said to have done all this with 


so much caution, that no suspicion what- 
ever was excited by the deaths of all se- 
ven persons, and an investigation into 
the causes of the death of the eight vic- 
tims would perhaps have led to no result, 
had not the criminal (so it is stated in the 
indictment) been led hjr her heated fancy 
to make a confession, induced, as she a-

whilst the minds of the audience were 
warm from the glowing impress of their 
addresses, to erase the impression, before 
it had become indurated by time. I was 
again refused. 


I appealed then to the old gentlemen 


on the front bench, on the left side of the 
pulpit, who stated that they were Trus- 
tees of the Society. They also refuted 
me with much vehemence of manner, 
I then turned round and appealed to the 
audience — I said to them, "that I was a 
stranger in their city, and had been at- 
tracted by curiosity to see '•Tammany 
Hall." a name associated with democra- 
cy, and with liberty and freedom of 
speech ; that I was from the South, 
whose citizens, from their misapprehen- 
sion of their character by many of the 
East, were supposed to be somewhat 
latitudinarian in their religious opinions; 
but that the doctrine* which I had heard 
that night were blasphemous in their 
character, and »o demoralizing in iheir 
tendency — so subversive of the free insti- 
tutions under which we lived — so inimi- 
cal to social order, and so' utterly at ran- 
ance with all my preconceived opinions 
of religious obligations, and of moral du- 
ly, that I was constrained to enter my pro- 
test against them ; that I had appealed 
to the speakers and to the Trustees for 
permission, which they had refused, and 
that I now appealed to them, and asked 
"will you hear me 1" The appeal was 
responded to from the audience by the 
ofien repeated cry of "hear him." 


Before I could nvail myself of this per- 


mission, I was surrounded by ihe Trus-

with the speakers and Trustees about

10 where the corpse was lying; they lift- 
ed the dead to an erect position, and en* 
folding the neck of our man in the still 
supple arms of the Spaniard, lashed the 
liandi of the dead man together, with 
liorrible, half drunken, and frantic joy ; 
they then tied the hands of the cooper a* 
round the back of the Spaniard, and 
goaded the living victim with their

Poisoning in Gfrmani/.—The horri 
ble crime of poisoning which was once 
so frequent, appears to have revived with 
in the year past, and the instance« which 


have occurred on either side of the Atlan­ 
tic, of attempt«, and often of «liccessful 
ones, to destroy life by poisoning, are 
exceedi ngly nuinerou«. 
We have hardly 
ever met with detail« of a more revolting 
nature than are contained in the follow­ 
ing article from the Suabian Mercury, of 
the 25th of March, relating to an offence 
of thi« atrociou« nature : 


**A frightful crime is now brought be­ 
fore the court of assizes. 
Margaret Jea- 
ger, a widow, and servant lo S. K. Rent* 
tier, also a witiow, both about 33 year« of 
age, are accu«ed, the first of having kill­ 
ed by poison 8 persons, all of whom, ex­ 
cept one, were her near relations; the 
latter of having poisoned her husband, at 
the instigation of her servant. 
Accord* 
in^ to the indictment, Margaret Jeager 
S 
oisoned in May, 1825, her uncle; in 
une, 1820, her mother, 68 year« of age; 
in December, 1830, her father, 70 years 
old; in August, 1831, her husband; in 
December, the «ame year, hfr three 
daughters, 2, S, and 10 years ; and lastly, 
in August, 1833, the husband of her mis­ 
tress, with her assistance. 


She is said to have done all this with 
80 much caution, that no «u«picion what­ 
ever wa« excited by the deaths of all se> 
ven persons, and an investigation into 
the causes of the death of the eight vic­ 
tims would perhaps have led to no result, 
had not the criminal (so it is staled in the 
indictment) been led by her heated fancy 
to make a confession, induced, as she a- 
vers, by a spectre which appeared to her 
and so terrified her, that she confessed all 
the dreadful crimes that she had commit* 
ted on the eight persons.

The jury 
lias left the hall. 
It has found M. Jeager 
guilty on 0 of the 8 counts in the indict­ 
ment«. 
Both M. Jeager and Katharine

scaffold in her shirt, barefooted, and cov­ 
ered with a black veil, while her sentence 
is read to the people; her right hand will 
then be cut ofl, and she will bo executed

The Territory in Dispute. 


The disputed territory about which 
Michigan and Ohio are so fiercely con 
tending, comprises a tract 70 miles long 
from east to west, and about 11 miles 
wide at its eastern extremity, and 7 at its 
western. 
It commands the entrance o 
the great Maumee river, or Miami of the 
Luke. 
Tiiere are two villages on it, both 
in the eastern part, viz ; Toledo, con­ 
taining 70 or 80 houses, (all built within 
two years,) and another about 8 miles 
west of Toledo, much smaller. 
Toledo 
is on the norih side of the Maumee river, 
G miles from its mouth, and is understood 
to be owned principally by an associa­ 
tion of mercantile gcnileinen in the city 
of New York. 
It is in the township of 
Port Lawrence, and is located where the 
name appears on the maps. 
Large quan­ 
tities of land in that township were pur­ 
chased a few years ago from Government, 
in the belief that a canal would shortly 
be made from ijake Erie, by the Maumee 
River to the 
Wabash, a work tu which 
Ohio, it is said, has given her pledge, 
and whieh is now in progress in India 
na.

as that portion only of her citizens who 
live within the territory would be bene- 
filted ; and hence their desire tube attach­ 
ed to Ohio, to which Slate, the canal 
would be a source of boundless prosperi­ 
ty.

forget the slight cause of difference that 
so lately existed between us.

Natural Philosophy.— In illustraiion 
of the importance ot being acquainted 
with the philosophy of the atmosphere, 
the following anecdote is given in ‘Dick, 
on the Improvement of Society 


A respectable gentleman of landed pro­ 
perty, in one of the middle counties of 
Scotland, applied to a friend of mine, a 
lecturer on Chemistry and Natural Phi­ 
losophy, in order to obtain his advice re­ 
specting a pump-well which he had late­ 
ly conHiructed at a coni«iderable expense, 
lie t(»ld him, that, notwithstanding every 
exertion, he could not obtain a drop of 
water from the spout, allhough he was 
quite sure there was plenty of water in 
the well, and although he had plastered 
it all around, and blocked up every crev­ 
ice. 
When my friend inspected the 
pump, he suspected that the upper part 
of the pump w'as air-tight, and conse­ 
quently, that the atmosplieric pressure 
couUl not act on the surface of the water 
in the well. 
He immediately ordered a 
hole to be bored adjacent to the spout of 
the pump, when the air rushed in with 
considerable force; and, on pumping, 
the water fiowed copiously from the 
spout. 
The gentleman was both over­ 
joyed and astonished ; but it is somewhat 
astonishing that neither he nor his neigh­ 
bors, nor any of the workmen w.ho had 
been employed in its construction, should 
have been able to point out the cause of 
the defect; but, on the other hand, should 
have taken the very opposite means for 
remedying it, namely, by plastering up 
every crevice, so as to produce a kind of 
vacuum within the well. This, and sim­ 
ilar facts, show how little progress scien­ 
tific knowledge has yet made, even a- 
mong the middle classes of the commu­ 
nity. 


Qther great depotistni of Asia, thf soil ia 
private property, and is very minutely 
subdivided. 
The leaves of the tea plant 
are picked up by the cultivator’s family, 
and conveyed at once in a fresh state to 
the market, wharc they are purchased by 
a particular class of dealers, who dry 
them under a shed, and in this unperfect 
£tate of preparation dispose of them to a 
second and higher class of traders, who 
sort the teas according to their qualities, 
and after completing the process of man­ 
ufacture, pack them in chests. 
'I’he tea 
arrives at Canton about tj[ie middle of Oc­ 
tober, and the business périod of the trade 
exists from that time to the end of De 
cember. 
The traders in green tea a 
mount in number to about four hundred ; 
the dealers in black are less numeious, 
but more wealthy. 
They accompany 
their chests, carried mosUy by porters, 
from distances of seven hundred miles to 
Canton. 
In Canton the sorts quoted for 
export do not exceed fifteen in number 
about eight of which are black and six 
green, the prices varying from t\Velve to 
sixty cents a pound. 


In regard to the consumption of tea in 
diiVerent countries, the writer remaaks, 
that all the nations of Asia east of Siam 
and Camboia are what may be termed 
habitual and immemorial consumers of 
tea. 
With the Chinese themselves the 
teapot is in constant requisition, from 
morning till night, with persons of both 
sexes, of all ages, and all conditions. 


They use it always without m|ik', and 
frequently without sugar. 
Suppoiifing— 
what is a very reasonable supposition— 
that each inhabitant on an average drinks 
twice as much as each inhabitant of Great 
Uritain, the annual consumption in China 
would be half a million of tons. 


The use of tea in Europe commenced 
about one hundred and eighty-five years 
ago, and in this time the consumption 
has raised from a nameless fraction to 
nearly thirty thousand tons. 
A greater 
quantity is consumed in Great Uritain 
than in all the rest of Europe and Amer­ 
ica. 
As to the question whether China 
will be able to supply any great quantity 
in proportion lo the increased demand, 
the writer in the Review thinks there 
is no doubt but it will.----------'I’he cul­

The diversity in the flavor of 
the different varieties, is probably fully as 
great as in the different varieties of wine, 
i'he Chinese themselves, and the orien­ 
tal nations generally, hardly consume a- 
ny think but black tea. 
The English 
consume one part of green to four parts 
of black, 
'i fie Americans, on the con­ 
trary, consume two parts of green to one 
of black.

Cululrc of Tea.— We find, in the last 
number of the Westminster Review, the 
fullest and most interesting account we 
have ever met with, of the nature and cul­ 
ture of tea, a commodity which forms the 
chief bond of connexion between the em­ 
pire of China, with its population of 
three hundred and fifty millions, and the 
rest of the world. 


The tea plant is a bushy evergreen 
shrub, which, if permitted to attain its na­ 
tural size, will grow to the height of 12 
feet. 
In botany it constitutes by itself a 
distinct genus, of which there is but 
single species, the plants yielding the 
different kinds of black anil green teas 
being in reality no more than permanent 
varieties, ihe result of long culture. 
The 
plant has been cultivated in China from 
lime immemorial.------ 'I'hc latitudes in 
which it thrives best are from 23 to 30 
North. 
Like the vine, it is cultivated on 
the sides of hills, in preference lo plains 
It is raised from the seed, and yields its 
first crop in from two to three years.- 
Wheu the best teas are raised, the plant 
is carefully pruned, and prevented from 
attaining a height exceeding two or three 
feet, 
'i'he production of good tea de 
pends upon soil, locality, and season, ful 
ly as much as that of good wine. 
Like 
it, too, the produce varies according to 
the care with which the crop is colleciet 
and prepared for use. 
From the same 
plant are commonly taken, in each sea 
son, four crops, which is another cause of 
variety in tea as it appears in the market 
The younger the leaves the higher is the 
flavor. 
'I’he earliest crop is taken in the 
beginning of Spring, and the la«t in Au 
gust. 


The growth of teas of suflicienlly higi 
flavor to keep for a considerable time, am 
fit ill consequence for exportation, was 
for a longtime confined otlwo Provinces 
Fokien, which yielded black tea, and 
Kianguan, which yielded green tea. 
Of 
late years, owing to the great demand for 
teas in Europe and America, the culture 
has been extended to three additiona 
provinces. 
The two original provinces 
however, produce the best: the worst 
comes from iho district of Woping, in 
Canton. 


In China, contrary to the usage of the

The New York American contains an 
abstract of the Annual Report of the A- 
merican Temperance Society, by which 
it appears that there are Stale Temper­ 
ance Societies in every State, but one, of 
the Union ; that there are eight ihousand 
local Societies; and that twelve hundred 
American vessels are now navigating the 
Ocean without the use of alcohol. 


Coal Trade o f Pennsylvania.'—'Y\\q 
vast increase of this trade, within a few 
years, renders all authentic details rela­ 
ting to it a subject of general interest; 
and in proof of this increase, it is only 
necessary to state, that, in the year 1820 
no more than 305 tons of anthracite coal 
found their way to market from the Le­ 
high mines, while in 1834 the quantity 
sold amounted to 371.222 tons, of which 
106,500 w'ore from the Lehigh, 225,242 
from the Schuylkill, and 43,700 from the 
Lackawana, mines. 
'I’he Schuylkill 
niines having been opened for the market 
for the first time in 1825, and the Lacka­ 
wanna in 1829. 


The Lehigh Company employ on the 
lichigh canal and the Delaware 275 boats, 
and (Jihers are employed by individuals. 
On the Morris Canal, there are 250 boats, 
employed in this trade. 
The number of 
vessels laden with coal at Philadelphia 
and IJristol, in 1834 was 409. 
The a- 
mount of Lehigh coal shipped coasl-,wise 
during the same year, was 32,154 tons, 
of which 24,000 tons were shipped from 
Newark. 


The value of improvements and prop­ 
erty connected with and arising from the 
anthracite coal trade of Pennsylvania, in 
the three great coal fields, is estimated 
by a Committee of the Legislature of 
that State as follow's, viz : rail-roads and 
canals made by companies and individu­ 
als, including part of the State canals, 
489 miles, $0,750,937 42; collieries, 
boats, cars, <kc. 1,270,280 ; capital in­ 
vested in coal lands, 4.900,000 ; mining 
capital, 480,000 ; value of towns in the 
coal fields, 2,375,000 ; making an aggre- 
grate of $19,186,217 42 ; to which may 
be added the value of the store houses, 
wharves, landings, &c. in Philadelphia, 
N. York, and other places, together with 
the value of vessels and capital employed 
in shipping coal. 


'I'he bituminous coal lands in Pennsyl­ 
vania are supposed by the same commit 
tee to comprehend an extent of 21,000 
square miles, and the anthracite of 975 
square miles. 
Since the opening of ihe 
anthracite coal trade in 1820. its average 
increase has been 33 per cent. 
The 
committee believe that it will continue to 
increase, during the next ten years, in 
the same ratio ; in which case the con 
sumption in 1845 will be 10,510,980 
tons, the value of which, at $5 per ton 
will, be $52,544,450. 
Supposing the 
increase not to exceed one-half of the a 
bove estimate, the trade that vear, in the 
article of coal alone, will amount in val 
ue to twenty-six millions of dollars.

1 W e hiv« received, by the ship Coral, 
Dapt. Whitten, awved at New Bedrurd 
in 89 d a p from Talcahuana, intelligence 
of an awful eaftliquake, which destroyed 
Ihe port of Talcahuana, the city ofCon* 
seption, and inore than 30 villages lying 
between the pacific and the Andes.— 
The numi er of lives lost had not been as* 
certained when the Coral sailed. 
There 
were but two .other ships in the harbor 
at the time, namely, the Milton and 
Nile. 
A small schooner was driven 
from her anchorage, and drifted over the 
town, the sea rushing upon the land in 
great waves, after the first shock, rising 
twenty*five or thirty feet, and sweeping 
away the ruins. 
Many lives were saved 
by the active exertions of the crews of 
the three American ships. 
The Coral 
sailed on the 6lh of March, up to which 
time, the shocks continued every day, 
but with diminished violence. 
t>om 4 
to 500 persons were believed to have 
perished in the villages. 


A gentleman who was an eye witness 
of this terrible calamity, describes it as 
follows. 


“ The morning of tlie 20th was clear & 
serene, but it will prove an ever memora* 
ble day to the miserable people now in­ 
hibiting the border hilU iu this vicinity. 
T he first shock commenced at 20 min­ 
utes past’l l o'clock, and lasted with but 
slight intermission for 47 minutes, caus­ 
ing (he hills and valleys to rise and fail 
like the waves of the ocean. 
During the 
con'tinuance of the first »hock, which 
was much the most severe, 1 expected 
to be destroyed every moment—it was 
almost impossible to keep upright. 


Talcahuana is completely destroyed 
— the buildings were not only shaken 
down, but tliP ruins of houses, stores, &c. 
were completely swept aw'ay afterwards 
by the sea, whieh retired about 15 min­ 
utes after the first shock, leaving the ship­ 
ping entirely dry, at anchor in the har­ 
bor—it came in again in about two min­ 
utes, to the height of 25 feet above the 
usual mark, overwhelming the whole 
place. 
Men, women and children fled 
for the mountains, but many were over­ 
taken and swept to the ocean by the re­ 
ceding waves, which completed the en 
lire destruction of the town, depriving 
hundreds of people of their second gar­ 
ments—many who were in good circum­ 
stances are now completely destitute. 
Furniture of all kinds was carried away 
with the houses; not even leaving a ves­ 
tige to inform the owner of the i>iuiatiun 
of his former residence. 
It w^ould re 
quire an eye witness to be made acquain 
ted with the complete destruction of the 
town by this awful calamity. 


Conception,a city containing about 25,- 
000 inhabitants, is one complete heap of 
ruins— the houses being chiefly built of 
brick. 
There is not one solitary build­ 
ing left standing within the limits of the 
city, and for leagues around. 
The s^hock 
came from a southeast direction, and in 
its way destroyed every thing. 
A num­ 
ber of small towns have been heard from 
—Chillian, Salen, Armadeau, Lingus, 
Envas, Peusul, St. Carlos, Yallaya and 
Armyles were destroyed. 


The number of lives lost could not be 
correctly ascertained. 
A new cathcdral, 
building in Conception, buried twenty 
%vorkmen in its ruins. 


The New Bedford Gazette describes 
the dreadful catastrophe in the following 
manner 


The shocks continued (three or four 
every day) up to the time the ship left. 
On the 22d, a large portion of the island 
Caracana, at the tnouih of the bay, was 
swallowed up. 
On the 5th of March, it 
was stated there, that from 25 to 30 
towns, besides many small villages be 
tween Conception and the Cordillerac, 
were scenes of complute ruin. 
From 
four to five hundred lives were lost just 
in that section of country—but the extent 
of the sufTering is not yet known—prob 
al)ly twice that number have been buriei 
iu the rUins. 


The condition of the people who for 
merly inhabited spacious and convenient 
dwellings, where now not even a brick 
is left to mark the spot, is one of the ut­ 
most suflering. 
The poor people who 
lived in the country in small reed huts 
have suffered but little. 
The houses 
withstood the shocks, and to them is 
preserved a roof for shelter. 
'I'hose who 
iled to the hills, erectcd little shanteos, 
ihe spots of land least broken up, 


of clothes they now have, making thei^ 
sufTeriDgf m\ich greater. 


. It is a matter of histocy, that between 
the years 1520 and 1752, five great earth­ 
quakes occurred in Ohjli. 
That on the 
15th of Marc^, 1657, destroyed a great 
part of the capital ; that on the ISth of 
June, 1730, drove the sea against the ci* 
ty of Conception, and overthrew its walls; 
and that on the 26ih of May, 1751, com­ 
pletely destroyed that city, which was a> 
gain inundated by^ tho sea, and levelled 
with the ground all the fortresses and vil­ 
lages lying between lat. 34 and 40 South. 
The shocks continued at intervals more 
than a month. 
Not an individual human 
life, however, was lost on this occasioix, 
except some invalids who were drowned 
Conception. 
In 1751,' Conception 
in 
was rebuilt on the north side of the river 
Biobio, about a league from the sea.

The scene during the first shock was 
appalling. The trembling of every thing 
around—the boiling of the sea, as when 
water is heated over a fire— the earth o* 
pening wide, giving forth the most terri­ 
fic moans, and laboring with eternal 
fires. 
Buildings tottering in every di­ 
rection, and whole blocks of brick dwel­ 
lings rock to their foundation. 
In their 
fall they meet otliers, and all as if locked 
in death, sink with a trembling craf>h, in­ 
to tho gaping earth, leaving no trace of 
their existence save memory, and the 
smoke and ashes which arise from the 
confusion. 
The scene was one of thril­ 
ling and awful sublimity. 


When the first intimation of the break­ 
ing up of the convulsed earth was receiv­ 
ed by the jnhabitants of the cities and 
towns, they, struck with horror, ran into 
the middle of the wide streets and knelt 
in fervent prayer to God to save them 
from the threatening destruction. 
Our 
informant, who was among the number, 
says that he saw families run from their 
- doors, and just as they left their thresh- 
holds their buildings mostly of brick came 
iurobling down after them. 
It is a most 
fortimate thing for the people of the coun­

A party of pleasure, including the fam- 
ly of Col. W a l b a c ii, commandant of 
ort Severn, embarked on Monday last, 
and after spending a delightful day upon 
the water, rambling over the beautiful 
green banks of the Severn, and partaking 
of a repast upon the shores of the Round 
Bay, the schooner was returning with 
the party in the evening, when a sudden 
flaw of wind struck her—the main boom 
ibbed, and carried one of the young la­ 
dies overboard. 
Quick as thought, Lieut. 
.1. J. B. VVc'l. ach, of the U. States Navy, 
plunged?^^^’'’"he river to save her. 
The 
spring by . .»ich he designed to throw 
himself as near as possible to her, ow­ 
ing to a sudden careen of the vessel, was 
the means of plunging him to a great 
depth. 
W hen he rose, the object of his 
anxiety was no longer to be seen. 
Nea­ 
ring the spot, however, she was discern­ 
ed sinking below the waves. 
On being 
brought up, she very naturally clung 
to the only object within {each, for safe­ 
ty, but unfortunately in such a manner as 
to deprive him of the power of motion, ne- 
ceisary to keep above water. 
In a short 
time both sunk together. 


Rallying his strength, with an effort, 
he rose again with his fair charge, and 
not only sustained her long enough for 
her lo breathe afresh, but with the utmost 
presence of mind, made dispositions to 
keep afloat; but entangled with clothes, 
and disabled from motion, his buoy ance 
soon, of course, became exhausted, and 
both again disappeared. 


It occurred to Lieut. W. as he sunk, to 
endeavor to reach the bottom, in order to 
obtain an impetus for re-ascending, but 
the depth was found too great, there be­ 
ing 24 feet of water. 
It was probably 
with the last remains of strength that a- 
nother exertion enabled him lo regain the 
surface with his Yair companion. 
But 
they sunk again. 
His brother, Lieut, of 
the U. States Army, %vhohad been at the 
head of the boat when the accident occur­ 
red, on perceiving those overboard sprang 
into the river, and reached the parties at 
this critical moment. 
In the act of bring­ 
ing them up to the surface, the young la­ 
dy insensibly placed her hand upon his 
head, so as efl'ectnally to keep him un­ 
der water. 
In this position, however, 
he retained his presence of mind, and 
by swimming under water with his broth­ 
er’s hand upon his shoulder, contrived to 
sustain both for a considerable, and to 
them all, a most eventful space. 
All 
three, however, became exhausted, and 
had sunk a full arm’s length, when the 
Captain of the schooner,* having suc­ 
ceeded in rounding his boat to, and 
launching a small crazy punt from her 
deck, arrived just in time to reach one 
of the party, and thereby bringing them 
all up to the surface. 
The first breath of 
returning life in the young Naval Officer, 
was lo siiii»' out a direction to the raw 
hands thus left to manage the schooner, 
and which was now at a considerable 
distance, to **haul that jib to windward, 
and put down the helm." 
One of the of­ 
ficers laying hold of the little boat on 
one side, and the other on the other, they 
contrived to steady it so that the Captain 
could draw the lady on board without 
cnpsi/ing it— and in that posture they 
were paddled to the Schooner, 
receiv 
ed on board. 


It was no other than *Hhe kind little

COMMON SCHOOLS. 


At the town-meeting, held at the Court 
lOuse on Saturday last, the citizens of 
the Borough determined, by nearly a u- 
nanimous vote, to raise by taxation for 
current year, the sum of $1500 fur 
school purposes, in addition to that levi- 
by the County Commissioners and 
School Delegates, and the Slate appro­ 
priation. 


The School Directors reported to the 
meeting the astounding fact, of there be­ 
ing in our Borough, upwards of two hun-

Informs us, that he has 
succeeded in changing this habit, in a va­ 
riety of J uneatings, which he had in his 
mu orchard, which bore alternately. 
He did 
it in the following manner: 


Having other trees which bore alter­ 
nately, but not the same year with the 
Juneatings, he was convinced that by en- 
grafting the habits of the one would 
tw, counteract that of the other, and a **nulli- 
fication" of them be produced. 
Accor- 
dingly, on a bearing year of the Juneat- 
ings he took scions from them and en- 
11; grafted into stocks which would that 
ba| year be barren. 
The results, in the ca­ 
ses which he has tried, justifies the con­ 
clusion which he had drawn, and he has 
J uneatings every year. 


Whether it is necessary that tho scion 
to be engrafted, should be taken from its 
parent un a fruitful year or not wo can­ 
not te ll; or whether this system will be 
attended with a similar result in all trees 
which bear in this way, or that have bar­ 
ren and fruitful years, we are unable to 
say. 
It is, however, a subject worth at­ 
tending to ; and we should like to learn 
any facts from those who have had ex­ 
perience in these things.

thereupon required it, and delivered it up 
to the Haltuhs, when he immediately re 
ceived a shot in the brea:il and fell, 
Mr. 
Muuhou was then run through the body, 
and their cook, who had on a European 
jacket, had both his arms chopped olf.— 
The remoining servant iled, and in fciur 
days arrived at Tappanuly.

escaped said that Mr. layman and his 
ficrvant were devoured on the same night 
by the cannibals, and Mr. Munson on iLft 
following morning.— London Times.

Dr. Steer's Chemical Opodeldoc, for brui- 


ses, sprains, and rheumatism, 


AN ACT to provide for calling a Convention 


with limited powers. 


SEC. 1. Be it enacted by tho Senate 


and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth oj Pennsylvania in Gen- 
end Assembly met, and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same, That 
for the purpose of aseeriaining the sense 
of the citizens of this commonwealth; on 
the expediency of calling a convention of 
delegates, to be elected by the people, 
with authority to submit amendments of 
the State Constitution lo a vote of the 
people for their ratification or rejection, 
and with no other or greater powers what- 
soever. 
It shall be the duty of each of 


the inspectors of votes for the several 
townships, wards and districts in this 
commonwealth, at the next general elec- 
tion, to receive tickets, cither written or 
•printed, from the citizens thereof qualifi- 
ed to vole at such genera! election, and 
to deposiie them in a proper box or box- 
es to be for that purpose provided by the 
proper officers ; wliieh tickets shall be la- 
belled on the outside with the word 
"Convention," and those who are favor- 
able to a convention to be elected as afore- 
said, with limited powers as aforesaid, 
may express iheir desire by voting each, 
one written or printed ticket or ballot 
containing the word?: "Fora convention 
to submit its proceeding to a vote of the 
people," and those who are opposed to 
sucii convention, may express their op- 
position by voting each,- one printed or 
written ticket, or ballot containing the 
svords, "Against a convention." and all 
tickets containing the words, "For a con- 
vention," and all containing the words, 
'•Against a convention," shall be counted 
and returned whether other words be or 
be notadded. 


SEC. 2. The said election shall in all 


respects be concluded as the geneial elec. 
tions of this commonwealth are now con- 
ducted, and it shall be the duty of the re- 
turn judges of the respective counties 
thereof, tirst having carefully ascertained 
the number of votes given lor or against 
the calling of a convention in the manner 
aforesaid, to make out duplicate returns 
theieof, expressed in words at length and 
not in figures; only one of which returns 
so made out shall be lodged in the pro- 
thonotary's office of the proper county, 
and the other sealed and directed to the 
Speaker of the Senate, which shall be by 
one of the said judges delivered to ihe 
sheriff, with the other returns required by 
law to be transmitted lo the secretary of 
the commonwealth, whose duty it shall 
be to transmit the same therewith, and 
the Speaker of ihe Seriate shall open and 
publHi the same in the presence of th» 
members of the t w o Houses of ihe Legis- 
lature on the second Tuesday of Decem-' 
ber next.

AN ACT to provide for calling a Convention 
with limited powers. 


S e c . 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen 
eral Assembly met, and it is hereby en 
acted by the authority of the same, ’i'hai 
for the purpose of ascertaining the sense 
of the citizens of this commonwealth, un 
the expediency of calling a convention of 
delegates, lo be elected by the people 
with authority to submit amendments of 
the Slate Constitution to a vole of the 
people for their ratification or rejection 
and with nooiher or greater powers what 
soever. 
It shall be the duty of each of 
the inspectors of votes for the several 
townships, wards and districts in this 
commonwealth, at the next general elec 
tion, lo receive tickets, either written or 
printed, from the citizens thereof qualifi 
ed to vote at such genera! election, and 
to deposite them in a proper box or box 
es to be for that purpose provided by the 
proper officers; which tickets shall be la 
belled on the outside with the word 
“ Convention,” and those who are favor 
able to a convention to be elected as afore 
said, with limited powers as aforesuic 
may express their desire by voting each 
one written or printed ticket or bullut 
conlaining the words; “ For a convention 
lo submit its proceeding lo a vote of «lie 
people,” nnd those who are opposed lo 
such convention, may express their op 
position by voting each, one printed or 
written ticket, or ballot containing the 
words. “ Against a convention.” and all 
ticketH containing the wor^js, “ For aeon 
vention,” and all containing the words 
“ Against a convention,” shall be counted 
and returned whether other words bo or 
be not added. 


S e c . 2. The said election shall in 
respects be conducted as the general dec 
lions of this commonwealth are now con 
ducted, and it shall be the duly ofthe re 
turn judges of ihe respeciive counties 
thereof, lirst having carefully ascerlainei 
the number of votes given for or against 
the calling of a convention in the manner 
aforesaid, to make out duplicate returns 
thereof, expressed In words at length and 
not in figures; only one of which returns 
so made out shall be lodged in the pro 
thonotary’s office of the proper counly, 
and ihe other sealed and directed lo the 
Speaker of the Senate, which shall bs by 
one of the said judges delivered to the 
sheriff, with the other returns required by 
law to be transmitted to ihe secretary o; 
the commonwealth, whose duty it shall 
be to transmit the same therewith, and 
the Speaker of the Senate shall open and 
pnbliRh the same in the presence of the 
members of the two Houses of the Legis 
lature on the second Tuesday of Decem* 
ber next. 


S e c . 3. It shall be the duty of the sec- 
retary of the commonweslth lo transmit 
a copy of this act to the commissioners of 
each county in the stale, who, on receipt 
of the same, shall publish it at the ex­ 
pense of the county, at least once a week 
for six successive weeks, in two or mors 
newspapers printed in the said couniy, 
and the sheriff of each couniy, in the pro­ 
clamation to be by him published, of the 
holding ofthe next general election, shall 
give notice that votes will be given for or 
against the ealling of a convention afore­ 
said.
